This wax must uever be re¬ 
moved by a sharp Instrument* or the 
debate membrane inside the ears will 
be Injured, find inflammation "may eu- 
auej which might eventually close 
deafness.-“Hf^ the ears irritate, gelatly 
rub them with the fingers. Do nof al¬ 
low anything else to be used. Warm 
water 1® better to use to wash them 
with than cold, and unscented soap if 
preferable to scented. If the wax. be¬ 
comes very hard, it can be easily sof¬ 
tened by pouring In a few drop« of 
tepid olive oil at night. Then plug the 
ear with cotton wool and sleep Tvith 
that ear uppermost In the morning 
gently syringe It out with soap^and 
warm water, uaing an ear syringe for 
the purpose. If you cannot get pure 
olive oil, warmed glycerin will annwer 
the purpose eqnally wen. , ■

sal, PftatMtlc Icebergs. 

It is the icebergs that make La brad cm 
fascinating. They greet you when jot 
steam out of the strait of Belie isle 
the northern gateway of the gulf ol 
St Lawrence, and bead northward up 
the coast of / Labrador. They come 
floating from the north, an endless pro 
cession, all shape®, fantastic, colossal, 
statuesque, even grotesque—® magnifi 
cent assemblage of crystal domes and 
tax’rets and marble, fort ran s o ®. Youi 
steamer picks its way caro/uliy among 
them Jest they be Jealous of her fcjtru 
sion and fall over upon her. Aod Id 
the midst of this glorious company you 
come to Battle Harbor. 

The settlement is on an island per 
baps 200 yards In diameter, which 1 ® 
the outpost of a larger island, and 
plows tbe wave® of the ocean Ilka tbe 
prow of some gigantic ocean liner. In 
storms the spray leaps almost across 
Its ledgy surface. A cove hides behind 
the bluff sea wall, and on Its rim nes¬ 
tles a tiny village of whitewashed cot¬ 
tages. You climb the hill to the look¬ 
out. Away to the north and south 
spreads out the vast procession of the 
icebergs. They eome out of the aorth, 
the fog surrouudiug their tops and 
streaming like smoke from their pin¬ 
nacles. They move slowly southward, 
perhaps three or four miles a (lay. 
Some go directly south down the New¬ 
foundland coast, some turn west as 
they approach the strait and are swept 
by the tide into the gulf of St. Law- 
reuce. 

Day by day from the hilltop you note 
their slow progress. Each day sees 
uew forms emerging on the northern 
horizon, while old, familiar bulk* are 
lost to view in tbe south. Each month’s 
icebergs are natives of a more northern 
region. Hence the berg® of ths late 
summer, though fewer In number, are 
individually larger than those of the 
earlier part of the season, because they 
have been longer In the making, com¬ 
ing from farther north. 

June’s Icebergs are Labrador’s own 
product and have broken off from the 
Icp field that has filled the bays and 
extended far into the ocean in theatre 
vious winter. July's bergs eauie from 
Baffin Land, while the huge bulk~ of 
August are natives of Kane bay and 
the far northern rim of Greenland, 
where man has never beeu.—W B 
t’ouunt in Boston Transcript.
